regard and respect. Sir Henry May 
never spared himaclf and since his 
retirement the results of some of his 
work had become more apparent and 
time only increased their appreciation 
now that he had gone. His death 
was mourned by the Chinese 
community and it was in their name 
that he now reapectfally supported 
this resolution.of sympathy. ;
